An Expert W rite» fr»m 
H agaa. 
Mr. J. P. Cutter, the well-known min­ 
ing man, yesterday received another in­ 
teresting letter from Hasa-Haqua regard­ 
ing the newly located mines there. It is 
written by Sam Butler, who is noted •» 
an expert throughout the western coun­ 
try, and is dated January 28th; Ex­ 
tracta from it read as follows: 
“There is undoubtedly the making of 
a big mining camp there, but iu my 
opinion it will have to change hands be­ 
fore it will amount to a great deal. Every 
day miners are gomg in there from ail 
cities, east and west. The original own­ 
ers are not doiDg much work on their 
claims. They have a small hole or cot 
run on top of the richest prospecte, and 
so far as a person can 6ee they cannot 
come to a conclusion about bow mucb 
ore they have got. Of the original nin» 
claims, two Bhow gold ore and the bal­ 
ance are lead carbonates carrying silver 
and a little gold. 
It is the opinion of 
most oí the mining men that they would 
all run into carbonates and will make • 
good smelting camp. Even if this gold 
ore does not go down more than twenty 
feet, the boys have a fortune. 
1 have 
seen many large bouluer» ui gold ore on 
the sidehill of one of the claims which 
were “float’’ from the ledge. Some of 
them weighed as much as 600 or 800 
pounds, and by knocking a piece 
off almost anywhere we could see 
free gold. 
* * * 
These minea 
are in the same belt as the Vulture mine 
and are about forty-milps southwest and 
therefore in the Uagua-Hela range. The 
raDge is alive vvith prospectors their be­ 
ing probably 500 men around. I would not 
advise anyone to go to the camp expect­ 
ing to get work, anyhow for the next two 
or three months, for there are lots of men 
there who want work and they are all 
broke, and worse than all they hav* 
no grub. 
There is no boarding­ 
house at the mines, and I believe one 
would do well there. They are going to 
lay off a town, but there is no perman­ 
ent water at the mines, although plenty* 
could be obtained from the Harris­ 
burg mill where there are wells 
from 18 to 25 feet deep. When they get 
to working the mines extensively the 
machinery will be put in at the mines 
and the water brought there, though it 
will have to be forced up, as there is • 
rise of about 300' feet in the three miles. 
There is lots of mesquite wood irom lour 
to six miles away, and also a good road 
to the mill. There is no grass nearer 
than eight or nine miles, hut there is 
lots of it in that distance.

About 74,000 Tout Used During the 
W luter m onths. 
Estimates made by tbe Santa F© 
officials show that during the six winter 
months of the year 3,000 carloads, or 
45,000 tons of coal are hauled into South­ 
ern California from the New Mexican 
mines. To this must be added the ocean 
supply from Australia and the coalfields 
up north, and this in the aggregate rep­ 
resents about 30 000 tons more, making a 
total of 75,000 tons for the winter season. 
The New Mexican coal comes from the 
Gallup, Aztec and other mines on the 
line of the A. and P., and the freight 
on it is $7.30 a ton, it being 
an established code among western 
railroads that coal is to be hauled for 1 
cent a ton per mile. The opening up of 
the coal fields by the new Salt Lake road 
will, therefore, reduce the price of coal 
about $2 50 a ton, as this city is only 
about 500 miles distant frem tbe great 
coal fields of Utah. This item alone 
should make every Angelefio anxious to 
have the new road in operation as soon 
as possible.

THE OTHER SIDE. 


Mr. Venable Tells What He 
Knows of Boads. 


HE THINKS THE SYSTEM BAD. 


He Exolains What the General Road 
Fond is For, and Other 
Matters. 


The H e r a ld has set itself the task to 
find oat why it is that with a levy of 
nearly $100,000 a year for road purposes, 
this coanty has practically no roads. 
With this parpóse in mind, it has had a 
member of the staff go over the larger 
p art of the coanty to see what there is in 
the way of thoroughfares. 
He has told 
in graphic term s w hat he haB seen, or 
rather what he has failed to find in this 
line. 
Y esterday ex-8upervisor Venable 
m et a H e r a l d reporter on the street 
and entered into conversation on the 
matter. 
The H e r a ld has no personal 
animas in the matter. 
I t aims to iDjare 
no individual, public or private, but 
eimply, in the interest of the people, 
wishes to know where the blame for the 
execrable condition of the roads should 
he laid. 
The proposition is beyond the 
power of any one to gainsay that the 
sum of $100,000 is a large one to 
spend for 
roads 
in 
such a county 
aa 
ours. 
The 
other 
proposition 
is just as irrefragable that there are no 
roads worthy of the nam e in the county. 
The H e r a ld , however, desires to do full 
justice to all interests, and for that pur­ 
pose gives full scope to Mr. Venable’s 
views. 
His views are of this nature, as he ex­ 
pressed th em : 
“ In 1887 there was no money in the 
road funds of the county. They were all 
exhausted. The work done in the latter 
part of that year had to be paid for out 
of the funds of the next year. Mr. Ells­ 
worth spent $500 just outside the city on 
the west. That had to be paid out of the 
levy of 1888. 
There was a good deal 
done on the Gahuenga road, and, that 
had to come out of the levy of the next 
year.” 
“ B ut,” said the reporter, “ did not the 
levy for 1887 come to a large sum ? If I 
rem ember aright, there was 20 cents 
levied for roads that year on an assess­ 
ment of $92.000,000.” 
Mr. Venable 6aid: “ No it was not so 
m uch. We never did levy a large sum 
for road uses until last year.” 
Now,” continued the ex-Supervisor, 
“ you are asking what the General Road 
Fund is for. For the General Fund 35 
per cent of the whole levy for road pur­ 
poses is sat aside. Last year this came to 
$32,000. That left about $66,000 to di­ 
vide up among the separate funds. Now 
this General Fund goes for building 
bridges. 
We built seventeen bridges 
th a t I now recall, all of which were paid 
for out of the levy of 1888. 
These cost 
from $1,000 to $8,000 each. Two of these 
•re below Downey City and are large 
combination 
bridges. 
Besides these 
bridges there is the road over the moun­ 
tains and the big tunnel between San 
Fernando and Newhall. We spent a large 
part of the general fund on that. Then 
in the Santa Ana Caflon a large stretch 
of the road slipped into the river. We 
had to drive piles there to carry the road 
over it. A t Santa Ana the bridge was in 
danger of beiDg carried away, and we 
had to build a wing-dam to protect it. 
“ Again, when a new road is to be 
opened in any district, land has to be ac­ 
quired by purchase. We had to pay 
$300 an acre for land ac Los Nietos for 
road purposes. 
“ Here is another m atter that makes 
roads an expensive luxury. 
It is a 
m atter over which the Supervisors have 
s o control. It is fixed law. It is this. 
A new road is to be opened. A surveyor 
has 
been 
sent 
out 
to 
run 
the 
lines. 
H e gets $10 a day. 
He is 
allowed “ helps,” and they have to be 
paid. 
W ith him go three viewers, and 
th.ev get three dollars a day each. It 
«oets about twenty-five dollars a day to 
view a new road. It costs all of one-*fifth 
of all the money spent in the several dis­ 
tricts to pay for the land for new roads, 
the surveyors and viewers. 
I do not 
think the Byetem a good one. It is 
vicious, but that is no crime of the indi­ 
viduals engaged in it. 
“ There is your covered bridge over the 
Los Angeles river. Time and attain I 
have tried to turn that over to the City 
Council, but they will not have it. 
We 
have to keep it in repair. That comes 
out of the General Fund. In all incor­ 
porated towns we spend much of the 
General Fund, and yet such towns pay 
no road tax.” 
The reporter here suggested that the 
present system was in all respects 
vicious one. 
“ Y es,” said Venable, “ I agree with 
yon.” I t is vicious at all points. There 
are ways to engineer steals,and no Board 
of Supervisors can stop it. 
Look at 
dem and. 
See how it is drawn. 
It 
specifies the fund it is drawn on and 
w hat it is for. 
All sorts of things come 
under the head of “ labor.” 
It is sworn 
to and passed from all hands to the Sup­ 
ervisors. 
There is no easy way to ques­ 
tion it. 
The dem and ought to state 
when the “ labor” was done, where it 
was done, and w hat it accomplished. 
Then the Supervisors might find a reason 
for objscting to pay it. 
But, bv the way, 
we do not pay road overseers for coming 
in to lay m atters before us. 
They are 
only paid for the time they actually 
apend in overseeing actual work on the 
roads. 
Some districts are very costly to m ain­ 
tain roads in. The Vernon district is 
each a one. 
The sewage which runs 
down there is let flow wild all over the 
country. 
It makes the roads as soft as 
dough and they cut up badly. Compton 
Ja another very expensive district. The 
river there, in flood, spreads all over the 
country. To make a road is to make a 
dam. 
So we are obliged to put in many 
bridges 
to 
carry 
the 
road 
over 
th e river. ^ There are five roads running 
from the river and converging at Comp­ 
ton. On one of these there are nine 
bridges. Then in all the irrigation dis­ 
tricts there must be frequent culverts to 
carry the roads over the water ditches. 
These all cost money. 
“ One more thing, and then I will let 
S 
in alone. There never has been any- 
ing like $90,000 spent for roads in anv 
one year. 
Y our statem ent takes Lorn 
January to January, whereas the fiscal 
▼ear runs from July to July. Then lum­ 
ber and labor have been high, and when 
anyone does anything for the county or 
cells anything to the oounty he thinks 
th e public pay for it, and he might as 
well get all be can for it.”

A 8PRIGHTLY LETTER. 


Itlr. U co rg c s . P u tto u P r e sen t* D em ­ 
o c r a tic V iew *. 
E d i t o r s H e r a l d —Allow me to thank 
you for the courteous and complimentary 
character of your editorial reply to my 
letter, published on the 26th. 
I never 
considered the rem arks of the H e r a l d , 
upon 
which 
I 
commented, as 
“ ill 
natured,” or even indicative of any un­ 
friendly sentim ents toward the Demo­ 
cratic President, but simply as the forci­ 
bly expressed views of its accomplished 
editor—to whose sterling Democracy I 
bear most cheerful witness—upon a per­ 
fectly legitimate and proper subject of 
friendly discussion between fellow parti- 
zans. 'W ith the views so ably expressed 
in your editorial comments on my letter 
I am still compelled to radically disa­ 
gree. 
It is a disagreement, however, 
which in no degree detracts from the 
high esteem, personal and political, in 
which I have held the H e r a l d and its 
editor. At the risk of trespassing ou 
your good nature, I ask your indulgence 
to permit me to state in your columns, as 
briefly as possible, my views of the fun­ 
damental difference of opinion enter­ 
tained by many Democrats upon the sub­ 
ject under discussion. I do this the 
more readily because I believo that the 
inter-election periods— unhappily too 
brief—afford the best, if not the only, op­ 
portunity for cool and profitable political 
discussion, and that, among Democrats, 
at least, such discussion can be bad 
without any loss of mutual respect and 
confidence. 
The expression in 
your 
editorial, 
which I think marks the initial point of 
divergence in our views is this: “ Of 
course if politics is to be a mere play of 
sentiment, success at the polls amounts 
to nothing.” 
A political party as I understand it is, 
theoretically at least, an aggregation of 
individuals holding the same or similar 
ideas or “ sentim ents” of government. 
Properly speaking, then, the purpose for 
which they exist, and the object for 
which they contend is the success of 
these views or “ sentim ents,” and In 
that view your definition is strictly cor­ 
rect; and politics prim arily is a “ mere 
play of Eentiment.” 
It is also true that 
oftentimes this sentim ent involves the 
material and direct interest of the whole 
people and its success or defeat moans 
the weal or the woo of countless thous­ 
ands. 
I do not deny th at “ incidental” 
to this primary object (just as proper 
“ protection” is incidental to a moderate 
tariff) is the possession and control of 
the adm inistrative offices of government, 
but this is purely the “ incident” and not 
the “ object” of party existence. And 
the contention for office depends largely 
for countenance among many thoughful 
minds upon the fiction, that these of­ 
fices can only he properly administered 
by partizans holding the “ sentim ents” 
of the dominant party. And it certainly 
seems that if this “ fiction” was aban­ 
doned, or did not rest in some degree 
upon a foundation of fact, politics would 
cease to be in any respect a “ play of sen­ 
tim ent,” but would immediately become 
something far worse, v iz.: a mere per­ 
sonal and selfish scramble of “ practical 
politicians” for official spoils, and would 
result in the practical expulsion from all 
participation in government of very 
many of 
those beat fitted 
to ac­ 
complish its true 
object, 
the real 
happiness and prosperity of the Deople. 
In other words, allow me, Mr. Editor, 
to say that I greatly fear that all parties 
are being sight of the real object of 
politico in the increasing anxiety to ob­ 
tain the incidents. 
This is, I think, 
fairly illustrated by the argum ent of the 
World, which you approve, viz., that 
Cleveland should have dissimulated his 
roal sentim ent as to the vital subject of 
tariff reform until he had again secured 
office. This could only have been done 
by “ straddling” or adopting a plank 
meaningless or deceiving. I also believe 
that it was the avowed object of the 
highwaymen to induce the Democracy 
to adopt thin course as another step 
towards securing the final abandonment 
by th afc party of its we'l-known and 
time-honored views on the tariff. It is 
because I bold those views, Mr. Editor, 
that I venture to disagree with those 
Democrats of whose ideas you are the 
able exponent, and to declare ray pro­ 
found conviction that the recent Demo­ 
cratic defeat, caused, if you please, by a 
loyal, brave and outspoken enunciation 
of Democratic doctrine, is of far greater 
value to the party and to the future of 
the country than would have been many 
victories purchased by silence or dissim­ 
ulation as to the great fundamental 
“ sentiment” of Democracy.

source. The party occupies again its an­ 
cient position as the great conservative 
force and balance-wheel of the country, 
and when that dire catastrophe looked 
for now by many thoughtful minds—the 
final uprising of the robbed and plun­ 
dered people against their im pudent op­ 
pressors—comes, that party will again 
save the Republic by sternly repressing 
the excesses of extremists with one 
hand and dealing out deserved punish­ 
m ent with dignity and self-restraint upon 
the other.

Let those only bear these titles 
who have won them in fight; but do me 
the greatfavor to hereafter “ distinguish” 
me by the uncommon but still dignified 
title of “ M r.”

THE COUNTY ROADS. 


The Special Commissioner on 
His Travels. 


W H ER E 
DID T H E MONEY OUT 


T he P u b lic H ipfbw ajs o f P aenden 
A lh am b ra an d S an Ga­ 
b rie l. 


The H e r a l d ’s road commissioner has 
not been idle for the past forty-eight 
hoars. In the line of his daties in the 
last two days he has driven over the 
county roads leading from the city to the 
north and the northeast, and embraced 
in the road overseers’ districts known as 
the North Pasadena, Pasadena and San 
Gabriel. The highways of these districts 
wind along the foothills and are natural 
roadways. 
It is doubtful if any of them 
have ever been graded or worked to any 
extent. 
They appear to have been 
m apped out and graded through as the 
convenience or judgm ent of residents 
along the various routes suggested or 
dictated. The main road from Pasadena 
to Los Angeles, which it is hoped will 
some day be a boulevard connecting 
w ith the Santa Monica road to the sea, 
is to some extent an exception to the 
rest of thp roads, inaemuch as there are 
slight evidences of work having been 
done on it by the overseer. 
But, taken 
as a whole, the public roads which 
traverse the populous sections mentioned 
are about as the tires of the wheels 
have mAde and left them , and the 
H e r a l d ’s commissioner failed to find 
where any solid or expensive work had 
been done on any of the roads under dis 
cus8ion. 
Y et Mr. Charles Tibbets, over­ 
seer of the North Pasadena district, 
drew $1,235 of the road fund during the 
year 1888. 
The Pasadena district ex 
pended $3,959. and Mr. Hale, of the 
Alham bra aud 
San 
Gabriel district, 
nandled no less than $2,569 of the county 
road funds, making altogether an ex­ 
penditure of $8,000 in rouud numbers for 
the highways of travel from the north 
and east. 
While the H e r a l d ' s special 
commissioner failed to find any evi­ 
dences th at the above large am ount of 
money was judiciously expended on the 
roads, he was not slow to observe where 
many improvements were needed. 
Ap­ 
proaching San Gabriel, the road defiles 
from the foothills to the valley, and 
brings up in a slough which could he 
cheaply and easily made passable by a 
simple culvert. 
Many other thing* 
could be criticized along the line, but 
the condition of 
the roads may he 
summed up in the single sentence that 
while some of the roads are desperately 
bad, none of them are fairly good, more 
especially when the $8,000 expended is 
taken into consideration. The H e r a l d ’s 
A lham bra 
correspondent some days 
since took occasion to Bay the following 
good thing of Overseer H all: 
“ Our roadmaster, Mr. H all, deserves 
the thanks of the community for the 
splendid condition of the roads of this 
district. 
Mr. H all is awake to the 
necessities of the roads with a will.” 
At San Gabriel yesterday a gentleman 
openly stated that Overseer H all’s work 
so far as he had observed it, consisied in 
dumping a load of gravel occasionally in 
some chuck bole. 
In inquiries made of 
numerous property holders on the roads 
inspected, no one was found who did not 
believe that the road fund had been mort 
shamefully misappropriated. If anyone 
doubts th at a dishonest use of the peo­ 
ple’s money is chargeable to the road 
overseers, let him drive out of an after­ 
noon over the stretch of road leading 
from the County Hor-pital to the old Five- 
mile House. 
If he is a careful driver he 
may escape without the loss of life or 
limb, hut he will have an abounding fear 
for the length of the drive and will uev^r 
again, except per force, flounder through 
the quagmires and over the ruts and hub­ 
bies that meet him at every turn. 
The 
road is not only uncomfortable for ani­ 
m al and driver hut it is absolutely uneafe. 
"With the naturally good bottoms which 
all the roads have in this section, a mod­ 
erate expenditure of money intelligently 
made, would place them and keep them 
in a fine condition, and no valid excuse 
can be made by the roadm aster or by 
the Supervisor who is supposed to 6ee 
th at the work i* done, for their present 
desperately bad condition. 
The bridge which spans the Arroyo 
Seco on the road to Pasadena is another 
shining example of the wasteful expend­ 
iture of money and work—of stupidity 
on the part of those in charge. Thi* 
bridge, which is less than one hundred 
feet long, is approached at either end by 
earth em bankm ents, which would disap­ 
pear like the m ist before the sun with 
any sudden rising of the waters, or any 
downpour of a freshet. 
Any mighty 
flood of the waters, which is not unlikely 
to occur with the spring rains, would 
sweep away the entire structures as if it 
were a bridge of reedH. And vet, by the 
Board of Supervisors,of the entire amount 
of money appropriated for road work, 
nearly 35 per cent., or $32,000, in round 
num bers, was made a special bridge 
fund. So far in his travels, the Hera' d’p 
R ead Commissioner has counted but ten 
bridges over the roads he has followed 
Of this number one was about one hun­ 
dred feet in length, as stated, one some 
fifty feet long, and the rem aing eigh' 
from ten to sixteen feet long. 
They 
were all roost ordinary affairs and most 
cheaply constructed. 
W hat has become 
of the bridge fund? 
The H e r a l d ’s commies'oner under­ 
stands that Overseer Bell, of the Fruit 
land district, is dissatisfied with his re­ 
port. This is what*Mr. Bell has to say 
for him self: 
E d it o r H e r a l d— I see in your paper cf 
the 27tb an article on roads, iu which you 
couple my name with the Road Overee; r 
of San Antonio road distiic".. The state­ 
m ent is false as far as my district is con­ 
cerned. 
I don’t know what was spent 
in San Antonio. 
My district is Fruit­ 
land and is not quite a year old yet, only- 
made last February out of parts of San 
Antonio and Vernon. The Supervisors 
took $500 from San Antonio and some 
from Vernon for a road fund for the new 
district of Fruitland. 
Now, sir, from 
this fund we bought our plows and gra­ 
der, Bnd worked our roads; spent less 
than $800 on roads, and our orders are 
good yet for the balance of the fund that 
is on hand. 
We have 
graded our 
four 
mileB 
of 
road 
and 
strawed 
over 
seven 
miles 
of 
road 
last 
fall. 
Now, 
if 
your 
commissioner 
will go with me over Fruitland Road 
District I will take pleasure in showing 
him what we have done, for I am not 
ashamed to show our work to any party 
that the H erald may select that under­ 
stands grading roads, notwithstanding 
w hat Mr. C. C. Heigh says about work 
near the Occidental College. There was 
b ut little work done near the c< liege, I 
know, but I did not know Mr. Heigh had 
anything to do in the m atter, for I don’t 
know who he is. I had some work done 
near there, but could not, in so short a 
tim e as I have had, make good roads all 


o te r the district, and if Mr. Root will 
come into our road district and sty we 
have no good roads he will get his heels 
taken from under him , and the man thst 
says that I take out nineteen or twenty 
men and 
leave 
them 
to 
smoke 
their pipes and 
we come to town 
and have a glorious time drinking tells 
wbat is false, and he knows it, for I 
never drink, which all who know me 
can verify; and now, in conclusion, I 
ask your road commissioner to correct 
his statem ents in Sunday’s paper about 
m e; if not, you will hear from me again.

Now don’t fail to come out, Mr. 
Road Commissioner, and let me show 
you our roads. 
The H e r a l d ’s Road Commissioner has 
nothing to correct in his statem ent of the 
bad roads of which Mr. Bell is the over­ 
seer. 
H e is quite ready to check off Mr. 
Boll’s account for services rendered, and 
if the overseer has not made and received 
a hundred per cent, more than his men, 
then the Road Commissioner will take a 
back seat.

Root ac­ 
companied him to the bank and listoned 
to what instructions he had to give 
relative to the disposal of his property. 
Mary E . Craigie, a professional nurse, 
testified that she had known the deceased 
for several weeks. 
She saw him at a 
little before 6 o’clock Monday, and asked 
him how ho felt. 
He answered, “ very 
poorly.” Just before 8 o’clock she heard 
the report of a pistol, and following the 
sound went to the hath room. She passed 
the deceased’s room, and found it empty. 
In a room back of the bath room she 
found Opitz lying on the floor and bleed­ 
ing at the nose and mouth. 
A pistol was 
lying near.

There is much that Mr. Venable says 
that is worthy of attention; b u t we 
think he is in error on all three of these 
points. 
W e 
shall

just what 
the levy for roads was 
for the past three years. 
M r. Mason’s 
assessments 
for 
these 
years 
have 
been anything but light. In old days 
we had an assessm ent of from $20,000,000 
to $30,000,000. Mr. Mason has had it 
up 
to 
$82,000,000, 
$97,000,000 and 
$107,000.000. 
Nearly half the assessed 
property of the county pays road taxes, 
Last year the road tax was paid 
$45,000,000, or twice as large a 6um as 
the total assessed value of the county 
used 
to be. In those years of low as 
sessment 
there was 
ten 
to fifteen 
cents 
on 
the 
$100 
levied 
for 
road 
purposes. 
It 
may 
be 
said 
we bad no roads under that regime. 
True enough, but to most of the people 
of the county whose knowledge of our 
affairs reaches back eight or nine years 
it will not appear that we were much 
worse off than we are now. Yet for 
three years, if we rem em ber correctly, 
we have been paying tw enty to twenty- 
five cents on the $100 on a rate of assess­ 
ment two, three or 
four times 
as 
great as it was 
a few 
years ago. 
We 
used to 
think 
$20,000 
a 
large road tax to pay and get nothiDg for 
it. 
It need not then be considered 
strange at all that, when we pay nearly 
$100,000 into the treasury for road pur­ 
poses and yet cannot find ten miles oi 
good road in the county, a restiveness 
should seize upon the spiiitof the average 
tax-payer. 
It is not, and has not been, the animus 
of the H e r a l d to reflect on the personal 
conduct of men who are 
innocent. 
But there 
rem ains 
the broad fact 
that we are paying into the treasury 
such vast am ounts of money for road 
purposes, and yet that theie are no good 
roads in the county. The citizens want 
to know, and they will know, why this is. 
As to the time covered by the exhibit, 
we do not see that it m atters materially. 
The money has been raised for the past 
three years in liberal sums. Last year 
the sum waB enormous. These sums are 
all spent. 
We are looking for the roads 
and foil to find chem. 
Mr. Venable says the system is vicious, 
We are sure it is. It is to rid the county 
of so vicious a system th a t we raised 
this irsue. We re-echo our appeal to our 
representatives at Sacramento to repeal 
the present law and to give us a system 
under which wo can get good roads in 
lieu of the taxes we pay. 
The average 
citizen does not complain of the ta x ; his 
plaint is as to the way of spending it. 
He wants roads for his money. 
If it is 
impossible to get roads under the present 
system let us get a better system , and 
through that get better roads.

Tin: “ boodle” game to divide Los An­ 
geles county does not seem to meet with 
as m uch favor in the Southern section of 
the county as was looked for. 
Over six 
hundred voters in Anaheim and vicinity 
have signed a petition against division, 
aDd W estminster and Garden Grove are 
solidly hostile to th e movement. 
This 
does not look like a solid desire on the 
part of the people of the southern portion 
of this connty to go off by themselves. 
If the proposition should pass the Legis­ 
lature and be submitted to a vote of the 
whole people it will be beaten ten to 
one. 
To 
pass 
upon 
it 
in 
any 
other 
way—lhat is to say, to take 
snap judgm ent on it and deny the people 
of the entire county the right to sav what 
they think of it—would be a legislative 
infamy of unexampled magnitude, and 
would create ropentmenta th at would last 
for years. 
We hope, and believe, that 
no Democratic Legislature will be guilty 
of such an enorm ity. Wo have 
earthly objection to the passage of the 
bill with a clause allowing the whole 
people of Los Angeles county to vote 
upon the question. 
Their decision will 
be gladly accepted by us. But we do 
not like to bear intim ations that “ bood- 
lers” have a big sack at Sacramento in 
the interest cf the division of both Colusa 
and Los Angeles counties, and th at they 
are putting it wlrere it will do the moHt 
good. Ordinarily we discount such inti­ 
mations, but this time they reach 
with a definiteness that causes us some 
anxiety.

W a s h in g t o n , January 
2 9 .— After 
long discussion, Gibson’s am endm ent 
wao agreed to. 
Tho am endments relating to Samoa 
having been reached, the Senate went 
into executive session. 
The secret legislative session of the 
Senate was wholly occupied in discussing 
d voting upon the motion made by 
Sherman to consider the Samoan am end­ 
ments with open doors. It was supported 
by Sherman, Evarts and Yoorhees, and 
opposed by Edm unds and Morgan. The 
vote upon the motion was yeas 20 to 
nays 24. The merits of the am endments 
were not discussed, and the divieion was 
wholly outside of party lines, about an 
equal number of Republicans and Dem­ 
ocrats being recorded on each side of the 
question of opening the doors. 
When the doors reopened, Sherman 
said he would like to state publicly the 
position which he took ou ihe Samoan 
question, so that it m ight appear in the 
records. 
He then gave a comprehensive 
review of the events in the Sauioan 
I-lands from the timejtbe atteutiou of the 
United States was first called to them, 
the various conferences, treaties etc. lie 
referred to the treaty of 1 8 8 8 between 
Germany aDd Great Biitain, by which a 
sort of delimitation was established for 
the jurisdiction of each government, in 
the Polynesian group, with a disclaimer 
that this partition should apply to the 
Samoan 
Islands. 
That 
waB 
the 
legal 
status of 
the 
case 
to-day. 
He 
spoke 
of the contentions which 
had 
always 
existed 
between 
the 
various chiefs on the islands down to 
the time when, by the aid of the consuls 
in 1883, it was settled by agreem ent that 
Malietoa should be king and Tamaeese 
vice-king. 
Soon after that settlem ent 
other difficulties had arisen and a move­ 
ment had been made to annex the Sa­ 
moan Islands to New Zealand, Malietoa 
sending a humble appeal to Queen Vic­ 
toria, asking for such annexation. 
The 
German Government, however, remon­ 
strated in the most vigorous manner 
against it, insisting thac it would be a 
violation of the treaty. 
Finally Sherman brought the history 
of events to the conference in W ashing­ 
ton between Bayard and the British and 
German M inisters and to the sending by 
each of them of an agent to the ielandsto 
obtain further information. 
H e said it 
was manifest that the rebellion of Tam a­ 
sese had been organized by the German 
Consul and by a German nam ed Weber, 
who was the head of a large commercial 
house. 
Ho mentioned the arrival of the 
German fleet at the islands some time in 
May, 1880, and spoke of the insulting 
letter from the Vice-Admiral to Malietoa, 
in which he addressed him not as King, 
but as H ead Chief. 
It waB after these insults to the King 
that United States Consul Grecnebaum 
raised the United States flag at the re­ 
quest of Malietoa over the public build­ 
ings in Apia. 
For a time, lie said, the 
practical effect of that action, unauthor­ 
ized as it was, had been to check the ac­ 
tion of the German local authorities. 
After the German fleet had sailed away 
the German and American Consuls had 
again joined in a declaration th a t Tama­ 
sese would never be recognized by either 
of them as King, and that M alietoa was 
King. This act had been wholly w ith­ 
out authority and G reenebaum’s part in 
it had, very properly, been disavowed 
by the American Government. 
He had 
no more right to assert a protectorate 
there than the German or English Con­ 
sul had. 
It was whilst the agents of the three 
conferees, Bayard, and the English and 
the German ministers, were engaged in 
obtaining information, 
that the Ger­ 
man Government deposed 
Malietoa 
and set up Tamasese. 
These were the 
worst features of the case, because, at 
this very time, negotiations were going 
on on a sound, just and honest basis, for 
the restoration of the status <juo. 
There 
were indications, he thought, that the 
English Government was coinciding with 
the German policy, 
lie was not Btating 
the facts for the purpose of saying who 
was wrong or who was right, or"whether 
Germany 
was 
justified 
in 
the 
course which she had pursued. He could 
not say, however, that he found, in the 
premises, any justification tor Germany. 
Prince Biemarck, whose strong and im­ 
perial will was shown in all of his com­ 
munications, asserted the equal rights 
oí each of these governments, but in­ 
sisted, as a m atter of policy, that it 
would be better to place tho custody of 
the islands under the control of one of 
the powers, and as Germany had the 
largest property interests there, that it 
would be best to place it under German 
control 
and 
power. 
That, 
as to 
the newspaper correspondent 
Klein, 
who had been playing knight errant 
there, the Government of the United 
States was in no no way responsible for 
him. The statem ent of the man himself, 
although somewhat vainglorious iu style, 
shows that he had nothing to do with 
the attack on the German sailors. 
Summing up his long speech Sherman 
said that the first thing to be done was 
for the 
United 
States to assert its 
power in the occupancy and possession 
of the bay of Pago-Pago. That ought to 
be done immediately. It did not need a 
war to protect a nation’s rights. 
Mere 
assertion of these rights, due regard for 
them, expenditure of money there, stor­ 
ing of coal there, calling of vessels there 
—all these things were assertions of 
power far more influential than protocols 
and diplomatic correspondence. 
George—The amendments do not m en­ 
ace war, do they ? 
Gherman—I do not think it necessary 
to menace any one. I believe straight­ 
forward, manly negotiation should be 
entered into between theee three great 
powers. 
I t would be a shame and a dis­ 
frace to our civilization and Christianity 
f we would not agree upon some mode 
of 
government 
for 
those 
islands. 
W hatever the newspapers may say, 
there is nothing in the situation that 
would justify, on the part of either na­ 
tion, a breach of the peace until every 
effort is exhausted to bring about a quiet 
and peaceful settlem ent of the contro­ 
versy. 
First, we want to assert and 
m aintain our right to the station atPago- 
Pago, and nobody will call that right in 
question. 
Next, we 
ought 
to 
do 
what 
we promised to do — employ 
our 
good 
offices 
to 
settle 
the 
difficulties of 
these people. 
There­ 
fore I am willing to vote any sum 
of money to enable the President to con­ 
duct negotiations, to make surveys of 


the harbors and to get better information 
in relation to theee islands. I am willing 
to vote the sum named in tho am end­ 
ment ($500.000) and place it at the dis­ 
cretion of Mr. Cleveland or General H ar­ 
rison, and 1 have no doubt that the 
power thus given to send agents there 
and to send ships there will bring about 
a prompt solution of this small contro­ 
versy.” Dolpli obtained the floor and 
the Senate adj turned.

Committee into our fur seal fisheries of 
Alaska, with special reference to whether 
the contract gives the Alaska Com­ 
mercial Company the right to take fur 
seals had been violated. 
Dunn accom­ 
panied his report with a bill on Ihe sub­ 
ject. 
It proposes to amend the present 
law 
t>7 
providing 
th at 
one 
year 
before 
the 
present 
lease 
to 
the 
Alaska Company expires, 
or when 
any 
future 
similar 
lease 
expires 
the Secretary of tho Treasury shall lease 
to proper persons the right of taking fur 
seals ou the islands of St. Paul ana St. 
George for twenty years, at not less than 
$ 5 0 ,0 0 0 per annum , and $ 3 .5 0 in addition 
for each sealskin shipped 
from the 
islands. 
Such leaso shall not bo trans- 
ferrable. The present law is declared to 
apply to all waters of the Behring Sea in 
Alaska, mentioned in tho treaty with 
Russia by which Alaska was ceded to 
the United States; and the President 
shall take measures to have all uersons 
arrested, and to have seized all vessels 
violating 
the 
laws 
of 
the United 
states. 
Provision is also made for the 
protection of the salmon fisheries. The 
report recommends that tho act to pre­ 
vent the extermination of our fur-bearing 
animals in Alaska be continued in force, 
with certain am endm ents, believing that 
not only the system it adopts, but its 
methods of carrying it into effect, are 
well adapted for tho purpose indicated. 
In conclusion, the committee üuüh the 
following facts, nam ely, that if tho law 
protecting seal life is enforced, the pres­ 
ervation cf the seal rookeries will bo as­ 
sured, the revenue continued and in­ 
creased, and the native inhabitants of 
the seal islands maintained without cost 
to the governm ent; th at the Alaska 
Commercial Company has fully per­ 
formed its contruct with the government 
and has contributed liberally to the sup 
port, maintenance, comfort and civiliza­ 
tion of the inhabitants of not only the 
seal islands but of those of the Aleutian 
islands, Kodiac and the m ainland; that 
the fur seal industry will have paid into 
the treasury 
over $8,000,000 during 
the period of its present lease; that 
the chief object of the purchase of Alaska 
was the acquisition of the valuable pro­ 
ducts of the Behring pea. That at the 
date of the cession of Alaska to the 
United States, the Russian title to the 
Behring sea was perfect and undisputed ; 
th at by virtue of that cession, the United 
States acquired complete title to all por­ 
tions of the Behring sea situated within 
the limits prescribed by th e treaty.

W a s h in g t o n , January 2 9 .—Represent­ 
ative Morrow, of California, to-dny in­ 
troduced, for reference, the following 
joint resolution: 
Resolved, That the present condition of 
affairs at Samoa requires th at this gov­ 
ernm ent should aid the people of those 
islands iu securing an independent na­ 
tive governm ent, free frotn the claims of 
territorial jurisdiction of any European 
power, and to the end that this may be 
ppeedily and effectually accomplished, 
the President of the United States is 
hereby requested to insist on the restora­ 
tion ot affairs on the said islands as the 
eame existed at the tim e of the conven­ 
tion between the representatives of the 
Governments of Germ any, G reat Britain 
and the United States, held in the city 
of Washington in June and July, 1887; 
that he further aid in securing the 
settlem ent of pending difficulties at Samoa 
on a satisfactory and solid foundation 
and in the restoration of peace and good 
order under a responsible native inde­ 
pendent government witli a court of com­ 
petent jurisdiction to determ ine land 
titles and such other claims and contro­ 
versies of foreign residents as m ay be 
properly cognizable by such court; and 
that he take such further steps as may be 
necessary to protect the rights of "this 
government and its citizens in said is­ 
lands.

The former,which is largely 
a store ship, goes to the Samoan Islands 
direct, not even touching at Honolulu, 
unless stormy w eather and adverse winds 
should render it necessary to replenish 
her supply of coal. 
The M onongahela 
will have a com plem ent of about 200. 
men. 
Under present instructions the 
Mohican will proceed with all speed to 
Panama, there to exchange officers and 
hold herself in readiness for any station 
to which she m ay be then ordered. The 
officers on board the ship, however, con­ 
sider th at her ultim ate destination will 
be Samoa. The old battery of the Mohican 
has been replaced in the ship the newbat- 
tervwhich had been ordered for her hav­ 
ing’ arrived too late to be placed in posi­ 
tion. The old battery, however is deemed 
quite effective. 
As regards the other ships in the yard, 
the Comm andant states that the Thetis, if 
there should be urgent call for her ser­ 
vices, could be put iu readiness for sea 
within a week, and in leBB time if neces­ 
sary. 
The Iroquois is undergoing re­ 
pairs, quite extensive in their way, and 
it might be sixty days before she could 
be ready for sea. 
The turreted monitor 
Comanche is in trim , and, if called for, 
could sail for any port at one or two 
days’ notice. 
The cruiser Charleston, 
which is building at the Union Iron 
Works, San Francisco, is nearly ready 
for her trial trip, and m ight possibly be 
got ready for service in two months. Com­ 
modore Belknap has not been advised, 
however, w hether or not the Charleston 
battery has yet been shipped from the 
East. 
Work is just being recommenced 
on the largo monitor Monadnock, which 
is lying at the Navy Yard. 
A fund suf­ 
ficient for her completion has been made, 
but it would probably be two years be­ 
fore she could be gotten ready for ser­ 
vice. This accounts for the ships of the 
Pacific squadron at M are Island Navy 
Yard or iu San Francisco Bay, with the 
exceotion of F arragut’s old flagship, the 
H artford, which is anchored far out in 
the stream , and is completely housed 
over. 
There is alao the old-fashioned 
receiving and recruiting ship, Independ­ 
ence, which has been lying at the yard 
for many, m any years.

W a s h in g t o n , January 2 9 —Of the va­ 
rious documents transm itted by the Pres­ 
ident to Congresg, explaining the course 
of the D epartm ent of State in the Samoan 
complication, tho letter of Prince Bis­ 
m arck to Baron Von Zedwetz, of the 
G erman Legation at W ashington. 
November, 1887. and the reply of Secre­ 
tary 
Bayard 
through M inister Pen 
dleton, 
in 
January, 
1888, 
are 
perhaps 
the 
most 
interesting, 
presenting in a clear and interesting way 
the respective claims of Germany and 
th e U nited States. Prince Bismarck, in 
his letter, refers to com plaints, before 
made, of the anti-German attitude ob­ 
served 
by 
American Consul-General 
Sewell daring Germany ’a action against 
Malietoa. Bismarck added that Germany 
had had a sim ilar experience with the 
predecessors of Sewell on all occasions 
whenever that government endeavored, 
in view of the unsettled state of affaire 
in Samoa, te obtain better guaranties 
for the protection of German subjects 
aud their commercial interests. 
“ The 
reports of our representatives in Apia 
for the past seven years," says ho, “ re­ 
peatedly contain the com plaint that their 
American 
colleagues 
showed a ten­ 
dency to 
interfere 
with 
our rela­ 
tions* to 
the 
Samoan 
government 
and to imbue the latter with distrust 
of Germany. 
At the outbreak of hostil­ 
ities in 1881, when the commander of the 
German ship Mowe, on a requisition of 
the German Consul at Apia, and on 
agreement with the Samoan government, 
occupied Apia in order to protect the 
foreign settlem ent, the American Consul, 
Dr. Dawson, 
protested against 
that 
measure and caused the editor of an 
Apia paper to publish a series of articles 
containing injurious statements agaiust 
G erm any’s representatives.” 
He added that of fifty commercial sta­ 
tions and smaller trading places, Ameri­ 
can firms own notone. 
German firms 
owned in 1885 twentv-oao ships for trade 
in the South Sea, while American firms 
had no vessels of their own. Tho Ger­ 
m ans had brought, by the systematic es­ 
tablishm ent of plantations 7,985 acres 
under cultnre, while American plautata- 
tions de not e x ist; 
and only about 
100 
acres 
of 
property 
owned 
by 
Americans are cultivated. The houses 
and property owned by German subjects 
represented* the value 
of 
$170,000; 
Americans, $32,000. Germany had never 
made use of this mercantile preponder- 
ancetosecure commercial privileges, 
the United Statea recently didin Hawaii, 
by 
the 
ratification of a renewed re­ 
ciprocity treaty. 
He goes on to say : 
“ We always m aintained the principle of 
the equalit' of the rights o* nations in 
f*atnoa, and never aspired to political 
advantages. 
Moreover, we have repeat­ 
edly given assurances that it is not our 
intention to change anything with regard 
to the relations of tho treaty powers to 
Samoa. 
I fail, therefore, to find in the 
facts themselves any reason ttiat could 
explain 
the 
ill-will 
shown towards 
us in Samoa by American representa­ 
tives, and 1 should be thankful to Bayard 
if he would lend me his assistance in the 
investigation of this strange fact. Should 
my supposition 
be right that th9se 
difficulties have their origin in the per­ 
sonal disposition of representatives and 
not in their instructions, I am con­ 
vinced the American Government will 
cause necessary redress to take place. 
It cannot be conceived tbat consular offi­ 
cers who do not respect the limits of 
their task, and who cause, by their con­ 
duct, international ill-feeling between 
countries entertaining friendly relations 
toward each other, act in the sense of 
their government, with which Germany, 
since the foundation of the American 
Union, has been connected by traditional 
friendship.” 
In his dispatch to Minister Pendle­ 
ton, Secretary Bayard resisted the con­ 
tention th at the troubles in Samoa were 
due to the acts of American Consuls, 
and presented counter-charges against 
Germany’s representatives. He reviewed 
the various diplomatic negotiations, and 
said this government had manifested a 
desire to avoid all possibilities of differ­ 
ence with the other treaty powers 
in 
Samoa. 
Had 
the 
government 
of the United States entertained any 
designs of territorial aggrandizement or 
political control in Samoa, they could 
have been accomplished with much sat­ 
isfaction to the natives long prior to the 
date of either the German or British 
tre aty ; but another and widely different 
policy has guided our action in respect 
to native communities in the Southern 
Pacific, and the Secretary thinks it is not 
claiming too much credit to express the 
opinion th at our example, as exhibited 
in treating with Samoa as an independ­ 
ent State, led to a similar course being 
adopted by Germany and G reat Britain. 
W hen the conference in W ashington in 
July, 1887, was suspended it was solely 
for the purpose of enabling the repre­ 
sentatives of Germany and G reat Britain 
to consult their respective governments, 
and no intimation was then giveD that 
the status quo would be changed. 
Continuing, Secretary Bayard says: 
“ Prince Bismarck has referred m his 
note, as the German M inister did in the 
conference, 
to ‘guaranties’ to be de­ 
manded and obtained from the Samoan 
government. W henever the guaranties 
had been explained they had been found 
virtually to involve the foreign control 
which 
th a t government propoeed in 
the 
German-Samoan 
convention 
of 
1884, and also in the plan present­ 
ed by the German Minister in the con­ 
ference. 
The ground upon which such 
control had been deemed essential is the 
weakness of the native government, but 
for the very reason th a t the native gov­ 
ernm ent is weak, it has seemed all the 
more clear to the U nited States that the 
control of the islands by any stroDg for­ 
eign power, or its representative, would 
defeat the great end of securing native 
independence, autonomy 
and 
the 
practical neutralization of the group. 
The 
native 
element, deprived 
of 
influence 
in 
the 
management 
of 
their affairs would quickly succumb 
to the aggressive tendencies of foreigu 
residents, and, "under these circum ­ 
stances, the island would inevitably be­ 
come a colony of the foreign power 
by which, or by whose representative, the 
government was actually adm inistered. 
To the United States the object first in 
importance has seemed to be the preser­ 
vation of native 
independence, and 
so regardingjthe m atter, this government, 
while not questioning Germany’s assur­ 


ances of tho absence of any intention on 
her part to establish a protectorate over 
the ialonds, has been compelled to 
dissent from a proposition which Reemed 
to subordinate all other considerations to 
the strengthening of the power of the 
German Consul and tho increasing of 
G erm any's landed interest in the islands, 
and correspondingly dim inishing, if not 
entirely destroying, the p o s sib ility of a 
Samoan governm ent and of tho neutral­ 
ization of the group, at least in respect to 
the powers now concerned.

N ew Y o r k , January 29, 9 a . m.— W ith 
two exceptions, every line oi street cars 
in this city is tied up. 
W hen the last 
night trip was made, each car was run 
¡uto the stables and at 4 a . m . the great 
strike commenced. 
(Jp to this hour no 
disorder has been reported. Superinten­ 
dent Murray and Inspectors 
Speers, 
Williams and Coplan have 
been 
at 
police headqnarters since daybreak con­ 
sulting with the officers of the surface 
roads. Two police patrol wagons are 
there in readiness for any emergency, 
and a large num ber of reserves are 
quartered 
in 
the 
building. 
The 
only cars ruuning are those of the Third 
avenue aud Bleeker street roads. 
The 
President of the Sixth avenue roads said 
he would run a car this morning over the 
lines of his route, even if all the strikers 
combined to stop it. 
The strikers are 
preparing to do this, aud they predict 
that the car will not run below Eighth 
street. 
The police reserves are all on 
duty, in anticipation of trouble. Id all, 
about 4,500 men have stopped work. 
A lively row occurred at Grand street 
this morning when a crowd of strikers 
tried to overturn a car. A large mob 
blocked the street when the car started, 
and all sorts of obstructions were placed 
on the track. The crowd surrounded the 
car and unhitched the horses. The 
police had collected in force and had a 
hand-to-hand fight with the mob. 
De­ 
spite the police, however, the mob lifted 
the car bodily and slung it across the 
tracks. The police kept dashing up all the 
time and attacking the struggling strikers. 
A moment or two of this and the crowd 
became disordered and began to scatter. 
The police had gained the day. The 
police captured one of the ringleaders. 
Up to 11:30 a . m . six cars had been 
sent out and two had made the trip. A 
number of minor scrimmages between 
the police and strikers had taken place. 
About 3 o’clock 100 policemen were 
dispatched from police headquarters to 
Thirty-third Btreet and Third avenue, 
where a riot was reported to be in pro- 
ess. 
Preparations have been 
made 
in 
Brooklyn to call out the 13th, 19th and 23d 
regiments in case of a riot arising out of 
tho Atlautie-avenue 
horse car tie-up. 
The company has decided not to run 
any cars at present. 
The police in 
Brooklyn, unlike those of New York, ap­ 
pear to be in thorough sym pathy with 
the strikers. 
Mr. Richardson, non of the 
proprietor of the road, defied the Brook- 
lyd Aldermen to revoke the company’s 
charter, 
H e said this could only be 
dome by the Legislature. 
As the afternoonwaned the tíéd-üp lines 
which had run out cars during the day 
housed their lolling stock and their new 
men, and comparative quiet followed the 
activities of the daytime. 
About 5 
o’clock, when tho last Sixth-avenue car 
reached the depot, the police were re­ 
lieved. The strikers, however, remained 
the neighborhood of tbe stables. 
There was great excitem ent at Twenty- 
third street and Tenth avenue all day, 
the strikers at one time stopping and 
overturning a car before the police could 
gather in force. The greatest excite­ 
ment existed around the Fourth-avenue 
stables, where (¡00 strikers were gathered. 
Two or three efforts were made to 
run the cara. A small police force was 
on hand. The car finally started, but 
ran into a pile of ashes which had been 
dumped by the Btrikers. 
The latter 
quickly made a dem onstration, but were 
routed hv the police and their ringleader 
arrested. The crowd got even by sm ash­ 
ing the car windows with stones ami 
injuring the lady passenger slightly. 
At 
Sixty-third street a Twenty-third street 
car was 
stopped in the middle of 
Fourth avenue tracks, while the con­ 
ductor 
was put off, the passengers 
driven out and 
the car overturned. 
Quite a serious time seemed im m inent, 
but the police made vigorous dem onstra­ 
tions with their clubs and scattered the 
crowd. Other cars were also stopped at 
this point. Sight-seers lined the avenue 
and greatly interfered with the police. 
Many of the strikers were intoxicated. 
Late in the afcernoon the companies on 
the East Side determ ined to run no more 
cars, and the crowds began dispersing. 
The Forty-second street across town 
line made four unsuccessful attem pts to 
run a car. 
One m anned by twenty 
policemen encountered serious opposition 
at Seventh avenue, where the strikers 
had barricaded the tracks. 
The police 
removed the obstructions and the strik­ 
ers began to throw stones. Two of ttie 
officers were badly cut about the face be­ 
fore the crowd scattered. 
Every patrol­ 
man not on duty to-night was kept at the 
station house and the full force will be 
out to-morrow. 
Master Workman McGee, of the strik­ 
ers’ order, called on Mayor Grant to-day 
and complained that the police were 
making themselves too officious. The 
Mayor informed him he had no doubt 
the police officers would act discreetly. 
Despite the quiet of to-night, an alarm ­ 
ing feature of the situation is the appar­ 
ent tendency of the strikers to intoxica­ 
tion. 
Many of them to-night are under 
the influence of liquor, and it is feared 
that serious consequences will follow to­ 
morrow. 
This evening Bergh’s Society hired 
fifty Italians to feed and water the horses 
of the Belt line. 
On their way to the 
stable, under police escort, one of them 
slipped and fell on tbe sidewalk, and, 
despite the presence of the police, was 
set upon and fearfully beateD by a num­ 
ber of strikers who were lounging about.

was hanging over

to view th e preparations for war now 
being made throughout Europe without 
feeling that w ar was approaching. He 
hoped, however, that the wisdom of 
England’s statesm en would prevent that 
nation becoming involved.

S a c r a m e n t o , January 2 9 .— The Senate 
this morning made the resolution ap­ 
proving the Stockton C harter the special 
order for next. Tuesday. 
Now bills were introduced as follows: 
By Langford, providing for appoint­ 
m ent of a committee and appropriatiug 
money for th e receptiou of the National 
Grange. 
By Powers, establishing Pilot Com­ 
missioners and pilot regulations for the 
harbor of San Francisco. 
By W ilson, to pay the claim of J . W. 
Rankin for services in the State Treas­ 
urer's office; also a bill to prevent the 
m utilation or obliteration of trade marks. 
By Spellacy, creating an Inspector of 
Canneries to verify the purity of goods; 
fr1f> a bill prohibiting the issuance of 
licenses 
to 
persons 
not eligible to 
citizenship. 
Bv Briceland, to repeal the act declar­ 
ing the K lam ath river navigable. 
By Caminetti, to enable women to vote 
fcr all school officers, and to hold school 
offices. 
By McComos, to provide for the burial 
of Union soldiers and sailors who die in 
poverty. 
By Preston, to establish a State Reform 
School. 
By Goucher, providing for the lessen­ 
ing of salaries of Mariposa county offi­ 
cials. 
Owing to the neglect of the engrossing 
clerks in not engrossing bills for the third 
reading, this order of business was de­ 
ferred. 
On motion of Wilson, of San Francisco, 
a committee, consisting of Murphy, Jones 
and Wilson, was appointed to investigate 
the conduct of the enrolling clerks. Re­ 
cess was taken. 
The Senate passed the following bills 
this afternoon: Providing a punishment 
for seduction and repealing the sections 
of the Code of Civil Procedure relating 
to the disabilities of married women; 
relating to the cancellation of school dis­ 
trict bonds; fixing the tim e when infor­ 
mations are to be filed on indictments 
found; to am end the Code of Civil Pro­ 
cedure relating to the duty of the court 
in probate ca9es; to amend the Penal 
Code relating to appeals to the Supreme 
Court in criminal cases, and relating to 
cases where each appeals may be taken; 
to amend the code of civil procedure re­ 
lating to unlawful detainers; to provide 
for the deficiency in the appropriation for 
th e salary of the Deputy Reporter of the 
decisions of the Supreme Court during 
the first eleven m onths of the thirty- 
ninth fiscal v ear; making an appropria­ 
tion for the State Board of Forestry for 
the thirty-eighth fiscal year. 
The Assembly amendment to the Sen­ 
ate concurrent resolution supporting the 
Scott Exclusion bill was rejected and 
tb e resolution sent back to the Assem­ 
bly. 
The second reading of bills con­ 
sumed the time to adjournment. 
THE ASSEMBLY. 


S a c r a m e n t o , January 2 9 .—In the As­ 
sembly this m orning,the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee presented two reports on the Sen­ 
ate joint resolution approving the Oak 
land charter. The majority recommends 
the passage of the resolution, and th's 
minority, composed of Salomon, Lowe, 
Hyde and Tullv, are opposed thereto. 
Salomon offered a concurrent resolu­ 
tion calling upon California’s represent­ 
atives in Congress, in the light of the 
Samoan difficulty and the prospects of 
war, to exert their influence to have a 
government arsenal and manufactory for 
heavy ordnance established in this State. 
The iesolution was adopted and imme­ 
diately transm itted to the Senate. 
The following bills were passed : Pro­ 
viding assistants for San Diego Distiict 
Attorney ; act to amend the Penal Cotie 
concerning orders made by the Superior 
Court for special Grand Jury. 
W hen the Assembly reconvened this 
afternoon a joint resolution providing for 
the election of a United States Senator 
was made the special order for business 
to-morrow morning. 
A great many bills were read for the 
first time in accordance with the notice 
given yesterday. Sewell moved to re­ 
consider the vote whereby it was agreed 
that a special committee of four be ap­ 
pointed to act in conjunction with the 
committee on the Yosemite Valley, in 
the m atter of the investigation of the 
Yosemite Commissioners. 
Reconsidera­ 
tion was granted and a special committee 
was refused. Brierly, of San Francisco, 
offered the following resolution : 
Resolved, That the Committee on Coun­ 
ties and County Boundaries be instructed 
to immediately return to the Clerk of tho 
Assembly the petitions for the forma­ 
tion of the county of Glenn and the coun­ 
ty of Orange, and that 500 copies of each 
be printed for the use of the Assembly. 
Adopted. 
The rem ainder of the afternoon was 
occupied in reading the bills on the gen­ 
eral file.
